Fauts worth Knowing. — One thou- 
sand shingles, laid four inches to tho 
weather, will cover one hundred squaro 
feet of surface; and five pounds of 
shingle nails will fasten them on. 

One-lift h moro siding and flooring is 
needed for the number of Bquare feet 
of surface to be covered, because of 
the lap in tho siding and matching of 
the floor. 

Oiio thousand laths will covoi 
seveuty yards of surface, and eleven 
pounds, of lath nails will nail them 
on. 

Eight bushels of good lime, sixteon 
bushels of sand and one bushel of 
hair will make enough good mortar 
to plaster one hundred square yards.

Manure tor Market Gardening.— 
Wo quote the following from Mr. 
Quinn's new book: "No matter how 
favorable the location, nor what the 
characetr of the soil may be, he tills 
to great disadvantage who fails to 
make a liberal application of manures. 
The question for ihe gardener is, how 
much manure can I use with increas- 
ed profit? And if ho is alive to his 
own interest ho will soon discover that 
the quantity that can be so applied to 
an aero is largo of tho bulky manu- 
res, that from stables where the hor- 
ses are fed on grain and hay of most 
value. This quantity of manure, al- 
most free from straw, we buy at New- 
ark, N. J., at an average of one dol- 
lar and thirty-eight cents for a two- 
horse load. This is hauled and thrown 
into heaps, sometimes composted with 
tanners' refuse and woods earth, turn- 
ing it over two or three times before 
applying it. Market gardeners will 
use from fifty to seventy loads of this 
manure to an acre, besides a top 
dressing of live or six hundred pounds 
of a special fertilizer. For the past 
four years we have contracted lor all 
the refuse from a large soap factory, 
ami have found this waste lime, pot- 
ash, and fatty matter a valuable top 
dressing, applying it at the rate of 
three or four tons to the acre. We 
havo also used a compost made by de- 
composing muck with the salt and 
lime mixture, then adding to this com- 
pound an equal bulk of old manure. 
At tho end of six months tho whole 
mass is homogeneous, and when turn- 
ed under for garden crops fully equal, 
load for load, to pure horse manure."

The Price of Justice. 

We are strongly of opinion that Llio 
timo has arrived when tbo taxes on 
law should be abolished or very con- 
siderably modified, Taxation meeting 
a man on the very threshold of the 
temple of Justice and continuing dur- 
ing his whole stay there is very un- 
palatable. Courts are instituted, 
judges appointed, and the whole ma- 
chinery lor administering Justice is 
prepared, but., the price charged by 
the Government for the sale of Jus- 
tice is too high. Consequently the 
number of customers is few, many 
men preferring t<> relinquish their 
rights to paying too high a price for 
the privilege of enforcing them. The 
tariff now in force for Court fees in 
the Supreme Court in matters of Com- 
mon Law, Chancery, Probate, Bank- 
ruptcy and Lunacy was framed on the 
10th June, 1870, at the same time that 
the tariff in the County Courts was 
fixed. At that time the judges were 
paid out of the Provincial exchequer, 
and it may have been thought necess- 
ary — as the Province was in debt, and 
every means of raising revenue by 
taxation exhausted — that suitors 
should be roundly taxed to pay thoso 
officials and the clerks of the Court. 
Since Confederation the Judges have 
been paid by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and in the County Courts there 
are no clerks -the only clerk being 
tbo Registrar of the Supreme Court. 
In the County Courts there should be 
no fees paid, and if any are exacted in 
the upper Court, they should be merely 
nominal to cover the salary of tho 
Registrar — $1940 per annum. We 
understand that the fees collected by 
County Court Judges from suitors are 
claimed by the Local Government as 
public monies, to be paid into the 
public exchequer and to bo expended 
in the Government of the country 
This seems a very paltry way of rais- 
ing a revenue. A man who is unfor- 
tunate enough to honestly differ with 
his neighbor on any niatter.nn 1 havii g 
a suit brought against him which he 
loses is obliged to pay a large tax to 
the Government for the privilege of 
having the matter tried by a Judge; 
or if a man be too poor to meet a just 
demand when asked, he is obliged to 
pay a similar tax to the Government 
for not having had the funds in hand 
at the time the creditor wanted his 
money. Jt ought to be one of 
the aims of an enlightened system of 
government to relievo a poor debtor 
from this very unjust tax. In the 
County and Supreme Courts of Onta- 
rio, we understand that tho Local Gov- 
ernment have abandoned the taxes, so 
that now suitors in those Courts pay 
no tax to tho Government for Justice, 
and only a very small fee for clerks. 
We believe that one City Judge in this 
Province has declined to pay to the 
Local Government the fees collected 
in his Court for some time past, and 
awaits instructions from Ottawa on 
Bubject. If these funds are to go in- 
to the Dominion exchequer, then there 
is an additional and stronger reason 
for abolishing them, although the 
Dominion Government have surren- 
dered the court fees to the Govern- 
ments of Ontario and Quebec, and 
Ontario has since abolished them, as 
before mentioned. Should the Gov- 
ernment still think it advisable to 
collect fees in the Supreme Court we 
ask that they should be reduced to a 
fair standard, and that the suitors 
should not pay all the salary of the 
Registrar, as he does work outside i 
of these suits. As he is Clerk of tho ; 
Criminal Courts, and has charge of the j 
records of those courts, and as a great 
portion of his time is taken up in those 
duties, surely suitors in civil cases 
Bhould not pay for this work. The ! 
costs of court are too high and many 
men will suffer an injustice rather 
than go near them. Law must not be 
made a luxury that only the rich can 
enjoy, else we .shall have the rich op- 
pressing the pooi' with impunity ; and 
if a man does embark in a lawsuit we 
cannot see why if he loses he should 
bo mulcted in a largo sum outside the 
debt or chum ; 01 if he w ins, that his 0] - 
ponent should be so mulcted. A sys- 
tem that nearly ruins a man in com- 
fortable circumstances in litigating a 
question is .surely faulty. \Vo ought 
to gauge the fees so that all can have 
the benefit of an institution that was 
created for the benefit of all. As a 
general election is approaching, now 
is the time for the public to agitate 
the question and instruct their mem- 
bers to see that this oppressive griev- 
ance is redressed.

Cologne lias Smells and a Cathe- 
dral. 

Editor Colonist. -Victoria has smells, 
but no Cathedral. Cologne-water was 
concocted by somo public spirited citi- 
zen . whose patriotism stimulated his in- 
ventive genius to overpower tho odors 
of his native city. He neutralized the 
bane by an effective antidote, and through 
tho expulsive power of a now sensation 
concentrated on one perfume tho atten- 
tion before distracted in the vain effort 
to analyse seventy two. And he hits reap 
ed his reward. Striving to benefit his na- 
tive city, he has achieved a world wide 
reputation, and climes which ids soar- 
ing ambition in its highest flights did 
not dare to imagine ns within tho scope 
of his benevolent operations, tender him 
grateful homage. But "Rimmel is expen- 
sive, and the Canadian Tariff is exorhi 
tant, and our city besides has its own 
individual and original aromas. The 
oologne inventor's field of operation was 
a narrow one. lie li.nl never' lain under 
the necessity of wrestling with tho great 
Chiueso question, and the new Mongolian 
varieties of perfumery. Tho race, too, 
has been levelling up, and a man of 
genius finds it a much harder task to 
have his pretensions or his solid merits 
acknowledged to day thau in days gone 
by. The man that Victoria needs in its 
present exigency must exhibit a larger 
frontal development, and his inventive 
powers must bo constructed on n more 
colossal scale th >n his C dogno pi- t 'type. 
Wo have no cathodrul, but wo make up 
for that by an increased number of ef- 
fluvia. And the Victoria pnrificator 
must be perfume-inventor and cathe- 
dral architect rolled iuto one; and tlio-e | 
consolidated powers must bo bent to the 
performance of one herculean task for 
whose accomplishment Cologne's far- 
famed citizen would be altogether incom- 
petent. 

Tho only course to be pursued is anni- 
hilation of the nuisance or brazen de- 
fence of it, as a civic institution giving 
individuality and publicity to om fail- 
city. Some go so far as to say that tho 
smells of Victoria are due to tho purity 
of the atmosphere, that wo are no worse 
but bettor than other cities; and that our 
possession of sueh a pure atmosphere by 
very contrast makes us more sensitive 
in our olfactory organs. 

This way of putting the matter is very 
admirable, and it is a commendable trait, 
centainly, to uphold rather than depre 
ciate tho character of our city. But 
would it not be as well to live in peaceful 
possession of our advantages, as to have 
it forcibly thrust upon us every step we 
take. "You have the finest atmosphere 
in the world, and I am delegated by the 
King of all the Smells to notify you of 
that fact." 

Once travelling along the Eastern At- 
lantic coast. I remarked to a fellow tra- 
veller, "What healthy faces and tine 
complexions these young people have." 
"Yes." said lie, "it's tho fog does it'" 
Next day us the iron horse vent bowling 
along I made tho same remark to another 
passenger. "Yes," said he, "no fog 
hero." If they were no losers by the 
absence uf the fog, we, I feel assured, 
will not suffer by the extinction of nox- 
ious and offensive exhalations.

RATE OF FREIGHT ADVANCED ! 

TUK UOVBBNMBNT DBNOt VC'EIJl 

[Spe-aal Dispatch to The CoLosus-r.] 

Yale, B. C, .luly '27. 
The road is still blocked ut Nicaragua 
Bluff. No teams have left Yule for nearly 
a week. Above Clinton the road in 
scarcely travolable. Freights to Soda 
Creek were advanced to 6 cents a pound 
yesterday - a rise, of 830 per ton -and 
will go higher. The Government is bit- 
terly denounced by all its former friends. 

The i'l.NDi.No or Major Walker's Re- 
mains. — A correspondent of the Port 
Townsoml Argus, writing from Sitka, 
furnishes the ' following interesting in- 
formation respecting the recovery of the 
remains of the late Major Walker, who 
was lost in the steamer George S. Wright. 
"Tho Indian who had found the remains 
of the skeleton moutioned in my last let- 
ter was secured and brought on board. 
He brought with him two bunches of 
keys on steel rings, in one of which was 
a safe key of peculiar construction; also 
an amethyst cuff-button, set in gold, the 
stone of which was a dark one, oblong in 
shape, and ground flat off top and dia- 
mond shaped along tho edges. The In- 
dian stated that, besides those things, he 
had found with tho remains somomonoy, 
among which was a §20 piece, several 
half dollars and a number of five and ten 
cent pieces, which were in tho possession 
of bis brother, who could not be found 
or it would also have been secured. Tho 
man stated that the remains wore found 
by him and hi-' brother while hunting 
seals in Bassou bay, and willingly agreed 
to point out the spot.ao steaming around 
Cape Kvgane, which is the most south- 
erly point of tho Prince of Wales Island, 
as well as of tho Territory of Alaska, we 
entered the bay. A small boat was low- 
fired and an oflieor accompanied by tho 
Indian proceeded to the head of tho bay, 
where, on a lone rocky islo, tho bones of 
tho poor unfortunate had at length found 
a restiue, place; washed there by the sad 
sea wave- , and at length buried by a 
friendly In ban, who from the account 
given, must have had a touch of humani- 
ty in hue , for the grave was in a small 
grove in a ried of sand and gravel, and 
over it wus piled a rude monument of 
rocks. Tiio man stated that besides tho 
coat ami portions of the pants found 
buried with the remains there was also a 
cork life )ires< rver attached, which, doubt- 
less, must nave assisted in holding it to- 
gether fm this long time. The overcoat 
was of dark blue cloth, and the oheverou 
on the sh. \ es left no doubt that it be- 
longed to an army officer. The remnants 
of the p. nils showed tho material to have 
been of dnilt gray cloth. The remains 
were taken on board the cutter. conveyed 
to Fort Wraugel and forwarded to Gen, 
O. O. Howard, of Portland, and from all 
the cin umstances and articles found 
there remains not tho slightest doubt but 
that they are those of Paymaster Walker, 
who was known to have been on the un- 
fortunate (teorgo 8. Wright, and is an- 
other link i u the sad story of that lost 
steamer f| <m which there is no living 
evidence to tell her sail fate." 

Dihbuxsjonh. — There are said to be 
very, serious disagreements in tho Looal 
Cabinet. Tlio Premier and the Provin- 
cial Heeretary are quarreling over the 
Indian policy— the Premier wishing to 
yield the points in dispute between Can- 
ada and Columbia, and the Provincial 
Secretary who was Acting Premier when 
tlio miserable quarrel arose — standing 
firmly to his policy of last year. The 
Chief Commissioner, who was at first in- 
alined to -ide with the Secretary, ha. 
latterly had more on his hands tiia.i he 
can well attend to in explaining to tho 
Premier his extraordinary policy of al- 
lowing tho Vale wagon road to fail into 
ruin, and in writing watery leaders iu his 
own praise for tho tHumlard. The Min- 
ister of Agriculture, like a hardened sin- 
ner who se es his end approaching, is 
running about with an agonized express- 
ion of countenance, asking stray consti- 
tuents " W hat shall 1 do to be saved V" 
uud, as Toots would say, is "not of tho 
slightest consequence" in the Cabinet. 
The ooo urn ace of unseemly differ- 
ences, at n time when the Province is en - 
titled to all the attention of its Ministers, 
ia most unfortunate. Tho Premier has, 
of course, tho power to rid himself of his 
refracl iry ami unpopular colleagues; but 
he lacks the moral courage to strike a de- 
cisivo blow. Tho dissensions must there- 
fore continue until the elections are over, 
when the pi opla, heartily disgusted with 
the whole quartette, will bundle thorn 
into the street. 

The Nov York "Exi-imsa" is good 
enough in suggest that before any great- 
er strength and power are obtained by 
Canada, it may bo seen lit by the United 
States to step in ond capture a large por- 
tion of it, particularly on the Paolno won 
board.

Supreme Coui't. 

[Before Mr. Justice Oruy.] 

Tuesday, July 27. 
A. Vowell vs. (he Queen.— Cross ex- 
amination of A Vowoil continued. Wit- 
ness had written to tlio Govornment in 
relation to tho draft given to Marshall. 
Letter produced and read to tho eil'ect 
that the petitioner considered the char- 
ges for Devi no's oxponsos extravagant; 
petitioner admitted that ho did not in- 
tend tho draft to ho uogotiablu but be- 
ing hurried at tho time tho word "or 
order" slipped in inadvertently. Witness 
might havo written to tht Attorney- Gen- 
eral advising him not to {pay this note; 
did not writo to him in this subject spe- 
cially. Counsel for tho petitioner ob- 
jected to the introduction of private cor- 
respondence. His Lordship doubted if 
a subordinate officer could hold private 
correspondence with private members of 
tho Government on public business. Tho 
correspondence was necessary to clear up 
the reasons why the Government did not 
promptly pay tho S20-1 draft, which they 
need not havo paid but for tho mistake 
which witness admitted ho hud committed 
iu making tho draft negotiable, and as a 
consequence did not consider themselves 
responsible for tho costs of defouding the 
suit which had arisen out of tlio transac- 
tion. 

Witness very probably wrote a letter 
to Mr. Walkem; could not recollect 
whether ho had advised in it that tho 
amount should uot bo paid. . 

His Lordship said that Mr. Vowell's 
statement that he had committed an error 
was creditable to him. 

Witness did not recollect telling the 
Attorney General that Marshall was only 
entitled to ,S150; recollected saying that he 
was willing to pay the difference between 
tho two amounts of 8150 ami 8204. Tin- 
first information he over had of the suit 
was tlio placing of the summons in his 
hand; never received any letter asking 
for payment of the 8204; such a letter 
might 'have passed him on the road down. 

A letler of Vowell's of 25th May was 
read declining to go to Cassiar unless the 
salary was made 83000 per annum. A 
letter was also read from tho Provincial 
Secretary stating that tho salary would : 
not be raised and requesting to j 
know if he finally deeliuod to gn._ Vow- 
ell's answer declining to go at ^500 was 
also read. 

Witnoss admitted that as an officer of \ 
tho Govornment ho was bound to go 
wherever he was sent. Did not think he ' 
had dismissed himself from tho service j 
by tho letters which ho had written, and 
did not think tho Go vornment thought so 
either or they would not havo subse- 
quently written a letter dismissing him: 
admitted that the effect of the letters re- 
ferred to would probably bo to bring 
about his dismissal; might havo said j 
that he intended to go to the Capo of j 
Good Hope wdion everything was settled; 
ilid not think that he had over presented 
an account liko that in tlio petition to 
the Government in writing; did not think 
they had over had a detailed account of 
the claim as they iernored it entirely. 

Re examined by Mr. A. 11. Robertson— J 
The letters which had been read were* 
ambiguous, and witness did not consider j 
them as dismissals from tho Rorvioe of j 
tho Government only from tho parti- 
cutar post mentioned in each letter. If 
on urgent business, might have got down 
moro expeditiously from Kootenay, but i 
did not think ho had been over long or 
that his expenses were extravagant; had \ 
once taken 23 days from Kamloops to j 
Kootenay: did net receive 5? 150 as pay- 
ment in' full of his traveling expenses. 

To His Lordship — Witness distinctly 
gave tho Provincial Secretary und tho 
Finance Minister to understand that ho 
expected ultimately to receive his salary, 
traveling expenses and allowance up to 
the date of his arrival in Victoria, or un- 
til such time as somo final arrangements 
oould bo made respecting witness re- 
maining in the service; Hon. W. J. 
Armstrong declined to pay the whole 
claim, but ofl'ored to givo witness a 
cheque on account which was declined; 
tho vouchors for tho clnims were sent to 
Mr. Walkem and subsequently disallow- 
ed by tho Council; did not intend to 
leave tho sorvioo to go to tho Capo, but 
as he did not think ho had been properly- 
treated for somo time baok ho expected 
that ho would at last bo dismissed and 
naturally enough formed plans based on 
that supposition; Govornment never of- 
fered to pay any part of the $204 bofore 
witness was sued, which took placo im- 
mediately on his arrival at Victoria: hon. 
Mr. Walkem advised witness to pay the 
amount as ho had Hindu a mi-take in giv- 
ing tho order and tn pay it at once. 

Hon. W. J. Armstrong, Bworn —Recol- 
lected being verbally requested by Mr A. 
H Robertson to pay the petitioner's claims 
and declining to do so ; did not remember 
the total amount of the claim; recollected 
one amount 85;')0 for frivolling expense.-, 
from Kootonay; bad undo enquiries from 
which he believed the trip could bo made 
for 8100, and had paid 8150 on that ac- 
count to petitioner. (His Lordship 
though this very cheap.) Witness recol- 
lected somo conversation respecting ar- 
rears of pay; admitted that a claim of ;> r > 
daily allowance was made, but thought 
petitioner was not in the service at thai 
tune and was not entitled to it. All classes 
of officers wore ontitlod to a daily allow 
anco when travelling except members of 
of tho Government. The rate fixed was 
S>3 per diom this siilo of Yalo and So f)(l 
boy ond. Capt. Bull had been allowed §5 
a day. The Gold Commissioner at Cas- 
siar had also had an extra allowance, but 
that was because it was an expensive dis 
t riot. (Mr. Robertson — when did tho 
Government find that out?— a laugh.] 
When Vowoll went to Wild Horse Creek 
did not recollect paying him 85 a day. 
(Mr. Walkom admitted tor tho sake of 
argument he did. ) Witness did not ro- 
collect payiug anything of the kind; wit- 
ness admitted that when officers of some 
years standing were dismissed it was 
customary to grant compensation; did! 
not know whothor Mr. Vowell had been | 
in tho sorvioo sufficiently long to entitle | 
him to compensation. It was the usage 
to grant compensation; could not give an 
opinion as to whothor Vowell was dis 
uiiBBod or not whoa removed from Koote- 
nay; thought the letter on tho subject was 
written during witness' absence from 
Victoria, Had offered him some money 
to make Battlement; might havo offered 
him sotno money on account, and said ho 
would refer bis claim to the Government. 

This closed tho ease for tho petitioner. 
Mr. Drake for the Govurumeut placed 
tho Hon. Provincial Secretary in the 
witness-box, who recollected a conversa- 
tion with tho petitioner in which witness 
asked Vowell if ho considered himself 
dismissed from tho position at Koot 
euay. Ho said yes; but on his saying that 



he did not consider himself dismissed 
from tho Government sorvioo, witness 
asked him what office bo supposed him- 
self to bold. Ho said he could not bo- 
lievo that the Government wonld dismiss 
him in such a summary manner. Witness 
told petitioner that every offico undor tho 
Grown was held during pleasure only. 
Tho usual courso would have boon follow- 
ed and compensation would havo boon 
awarded to petitioner according to his 
ago, length of service, &c, but as tho 
Omiuecn appointment was loft open bj tho 
death of Mr. Fitzgerald witness offered 
that to Mr. Voweh at a salary of $2,500, 
which he objected to as too low; after- 
wards understood that petitioner accopt- 
ed at that salary if ho could uotgetmoro. 
Witness donied having hoard of any 
claim for two month's salary from March 
to Juno until tho last two weeks. Had 
asked the petitioner why ho had been so 
long on tho way down from Kootenay; if 
ho considered himself in the service of 
the Government why did ho not como 
down by Walla Walla if the roads 
through British Columbia woro impass- 
able; thought petitioner did not givo any 
distinct reply. Recollected tho claims 
for travelling expenses and $5 a day al- 
lowance being discussed in tho Council. 
Witness admitted that the principle of 
compensation had Ublmi settled, ibe amount 
in this ease only remaining to be consider- 
ed. The 8150 for travolingexpenses was of- 
fered in satisfaction of all demands bo- 
cause it was considered that ho might 
have eome down for that via Walla Wal- 
la; did not recollect whether the terms 
on which it was p ud were distinctly un- 
derstood, Was not aware of any claims 
of Vowell's other than tho traveling ex- 
penses and allowance before petitioner 
wont to Omiueca; knew nothing of any 
claim for his time after leaving Omiueca, 
bnl thought there was something about a 
letter uddressed to Mr. DeCosmos in 
which petitioner reminded him of a pro- 
mise that this tune should count when 
reckoning the amount of compensation 
due: witness recollected somo conversa- 
tion about the »5UU of salary which wore 
knocked off the Orainecn appointment. 

Cross examined by Mr. Robertson- 
witness said it was uot the intention of 
tho Government to allow compensation 
for the time from the 1st of April to June 
loth, but if the Ornineea vacancy had not 
occurred petitioner would havo bonn 
compensated accord. ng to the fixed soalo 
in such oases. The Government do 
not consider themselves bound to 
grant any compensation at all, it 
was simply a matter of grace. 
Witness thought that if Air. Vowoll had 
hurried down from Kootenay lie would 
have received hi compensation and there 
would have been an end of the wholo af- 
fair, as there would then most probably 
have been uo vacancy and no position to 
offer him. 

The sessional papers of 1 KT.'l wore call- 
ed for and it was shown from them that 
Mr. Vowell was dismissed from Kootenay 
solely on the ground of economy. 

"After hearing further ovidenco which 
wo have not space to publish to-day the 
Conn adjourned till 11 this morning.

Arrival of the Steamsliip 
Vasco do G-aiiia. 

A FLOATING PALACE. 

About 9Ju o'clock yestorday morning 
anxious watchers from Beacon Hill des- 
cried tho magnificent proportions of tho 
British steamship Vasco de Gama round- 
in gRaeo Rocks, and the intelligence be- 
ing convoyed to town hacks and buggies 
filled with people were presently on their 
way to Esquimalt. At 10 ', o'clock the 
steamship entered Esquimalt harbor and 
rounded to about half-way between the 
Hudson Bay Co's and Solleek's wharves, 
whore she dropped anchor until tlio arri 
val of tho Health Officer from Victoria. 
Rfeanwliile the boatmen were busily en- 
gaged in transporting visitors from tho 
shore to the ship, who, as they came 
alongside, were speedily impressed with 
tho beauty ol her lines, and the matsiveness 
that iron plating and British live oak can 
impart to such a noble craft. Ascending 
the side by means of steps which were 
courteously loweiod tho visitors found 
themselves on the upper-deck, on whim 
aro arranged the paraphernalia connected 
with working and steering the ship. S.ivo 
tho officers' quarters and a handsome 
sitting-room, hung with pictures, ele- 
gantly furnished and containing a 
cottago piano, there aro no rooms 
on this deck; but descending by a bioad 
staircase, tho steps of which aro covered 
with India rubber to prevent tho possi- 
bility of slipping, tho visitor finds him 
self iu a beautiful saloon, extending from 
amidships aft, and containing dining 
tables, rich couches nnd every requisite 
for comfort. The columns and panela of the 
saloon aro polished and grained and tho 
headings and caps profusely gilded. The 
staterooms, 23 in number, lie on either 
side of tho main saloon. They are large 
and commodious, are supplied with tut. 
softest of beds and the richest of carpets 
and fittings. Indeed, tho mere sight of 
the inferior of. one of these rooms is a 
provocative to somnolency — so com- 
fortable and oloanly looking aro all the 
appointments. 1 laving admired the sa- 
loon and the staterooms, tho visitor ob 
serves on his way forward tho enormous 
cylinders. They aro respectively 
54 and 102 inches in diameter, 
and aro high und low pressure combined , 
tho engines being compound of 550 nom- 
inal horse-power, capable of working up 
to 2700 horse power. T ho engines and 
boilers wore made at Renfrew on the 
Clyde, by Henderson, Colburn oi Co. 

The steerage is largo and well ventilat- 
ed, fitted with standee berths, and has 
ueoommodatiou for 1000 passengers. For- 
ward of the wheelhouse is an engine by 
which freight is taken on board or dis- 
charged, and tho anchors aro lowered and 
raised. They woro heaving ono of the 
great anchors when wo woro there and ; 
tho easo with which work was done by 
half-a-dozen hands that 30 men could 
not havo performed with the most ardu- 
ous exertion was truly astonishing. 
There aro six life boats, supplied with ! 
food, water, etc., swinging from tho da- 1 
vits, ono of thorn being a steam-launch 
all ready for action nt a few moments' no- 
tice. Communication is hud with tho 
engine -room by a telegraphic wire as well 
as bells. Tho length of tho Vasco do 
Gama is 3ti7 foot and her tonirago 1,980, 
X. M. She was built at Renfrew on tho 
Clyde two years ago, for the China and 
San Francisoo trade and with the excep- 
tion of her sister ship — the Vancouver, 
whioh will bo the next vessel to arrive 
here — is tho finest specimen of mer- 
chant marine architecture alloat on 
tho Pacifio Ocean. The officers of tins 
magnificent ship are.

She had only about -10 Ions of 
freight and a light ballast, ami encoun- 
tered a very heavy norther, which owing 
to tho vessel being high out of water 
prevented tho full use of Lor screw. ( >u 
Saturday afternoon, finding the gale in- 
creasing, Capt. Rico headed tho steamship 
for Port Orford, w here she lay at anchor 
until Sunday morning at 11 o'clock.

DELAYED .DESPATCHES. 

Eastern States 

Newark, Ohio, July 22. An experi- 
ment was made here this evening for 
testing a lire extinguishei. A large 
building was saturated with coal oil, 
and otherwise rendered combustible, as 
preliminary to the test. Through 
some carelessness a terrible explosion 
occurred, killing live or six persons, 
mutilating theii bodies inn terrible 
manner, and iujuiing a number of 
others seriously.

An Israelite Editor Burned to 
Death.

Mr. Michael Henry, editor of the 
.Jewish Chronicle, met his death by 
burning. On I'm-. day night he had 
stayed tiil seven o'clock tit his private 
office, in Fleet street, with his nephew, 
a boy, and is supposed to have been 
reading the newspaper by the light of 
a candle in a closet at tho. back, when 
he set his clothes on firo. He rushed, 
in (lames, into the room, where his 
nephew whs and pulled off his coat 
and waistcoat. The screams of the 
boy brought in a young man from the 
shop below, who tore nil' more clothes 
and threw water on him. When all 
the binning clothes were removed the 
injuries were found to be not very 
severo.

Montreal, July 13. — Saturday oven- 
ing last Hon. L. S. Huntington, who 
had just arrived at Caledonia Springs, 
received a telegram from Waterville, 
county of Shefford, P. Q., that his 
father had been stricken down by 
paralysis of the brain and was uncon- 
scious, no hopes being hold out of 
his recovery. Mr. Huntington at 
once secured horses, leaving the Cale- 
donia Hotel shortly before mignight, 
and, driving to Vaudreuil, -13 miles 
distant, sucoeeded in catching the 
morning train for Montreal. A tele- 
gram just received from Montreal 
states that whilst tho special train 
chartered by Mr. Huntington to con- 
vey him to Shefford was running at a 
furious rate of speed near St. Bruno 
it ran into a carriage containing four 
ladies. Two of these, Mrs. Bissonetto 
and Airs. Fortin, were instantly killed, 
and the other two seriously injured.

Mr. Huntington's father 
died on Saturday night.

There is to be a public mass 
meeting of the Church of England 
Orangemen soon, at which it is sup- 
posed resolutions of censure will be 
passed, and a general stampede 'co 
the Reformed Episcopal and Metho- 
dist churches will take place. There 
is considerable excitement over tho 
affair.
